Winnipeg, Aug. 30.—G. J. Bury, gen- 
eral manager of the western lines of the 
C.P.R. left last night for the east and 


will go as far as Fort William for the 
purpose of inspecting the double track 
laying along the route between here and 
the lake cities.

ing, has been leased by the Canada 

Permanent, and the business of this 

company will be conducted there, 
Imposing Entrance. 

The exterior of the building is con- 
structed of Tyndall sandstone, quar- 
ried near Winn ; the upper por- 
tion of massive blocks are of Calgary 
sandstone. The main entrance, 
reached by a wide flight of steps, 
opens on Jasper avenue, The steps 
are fikediidh-aaon B16 by two miaa- 
sive sandstone. pedestala from which 
os many columns rise to the fine 
architrave and pediment that crowns 
the whole. On the frieze are inserib- 
ed the words: Imperial Bank of Can. 
ada, 

On McDougall street the building is 
of harmonious design—four pilasters, 
which are flat instead of rounded, 
supporting the architrave and pedi- 
ment, On the first story a square pan- 
el bears the inscription in stone: In- 
corporated, A, D, 1875.

Along the Old Trail, 

The site of the present handsome 
building for the, Imperial bank was 
then a primitive iorest, and the main 
trail of Fort Edmonton ran along the 
river bank past the old landmarks 
the Bulletin office, MeDougall Meth- 
odist church, Norvis & Carey’s store, | 
the Big House of the Factor and on 
out to the Catholic mission. The 
opening of the first bank in the fron- 
tier town was naturally a matter of 
great consequence, and the arrival of 
itg manager an eyent of moment. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, who still holds the 
position of manager in the Imperial, 
came up from Calgary by the first 
passenger train over the C. & E. road. 
He came to open the first bank estab- 
lished north of Calgary.

If the 
whites are not Canadians when they 
come here, we can make Canadians 
of them, But Orientals will be 
Orientals till the end of time, 

We need not worry about the class 
of whites who will come here. On 
that point, at least, the east is alive 
We can leave the working of the im- 
migration laws to take care of the 
selection. If undesirables come in 
the remedy may be easily applied by 
invoking the authority of the immi- 
gration laws. 

It is reported that Hon, Frank 
Oliver has already taken practical 
steps looking to sending large num- 
bers of white laborers to British Col+ 
umbia. Let British Coluinbia open 
wide her gates and welcome them A 
white influx of 10,000 men will do 
more for the future of a white British 
Columbia today than 100,000 could do 
ten years hence, Ten thousand men 
in British Columbia today could ais- 
place most of the Orientals now em- 
ployed in mills, mines, forests and 
railway construction. It would 
destroy the market for the sale cf 
Jap coolie contract slaves, now being 
supplied. by Honolulu and Yokahama 
contractors, 

British Columbia needs white labor 
today more thah it needs money. 
Contractors are refusing to tender on 
work because of labor searcity. Rail- 
way construction is being held back 
for lack of labor. The 2,000 Japs of 
recent arrival were snapped up and 
put to work at once. The progress 
and development of the province de- 
mands a white influx without delay. 
No better proof of the scarcity of 
labor of all kinds could be adduced 
than the celerity with whieh the 
different consignments of Jap coolies 
have been put to work. 

Let the hearty and unstinted sup- 
port of the whele people of this pro- 
vinee be extended to Hon, Frank 
Oliver in his effort to give us a supply 
of white labor. The man who raises 
his voice in protest against Its im- 
portation stamps himself as  un- 
patriotic, shortsiguted and a party +o 
the perpetuation of a condition which 
will make coolie labor an absolute 
necessity in Briush Columbia. The 
only way to keep British Columbia a 
white man’s country is to bring white 
men to it in numbers sufficient to do 
the work to be done. 

There is not a line of industry in 
British Columbia today that is not 
short handed, Skilled mechanics ate 
wanted in almost eveiy bratich of in- 
dustry, sritish Columbia needs not 
only white laborers but white me- 
chanics Wages are higher in Bri- 
tish Columbia than in any other pro- 
vince in Canada.

Tt is an ideal workingman’s country. 
We need workers of every class. Let 
the facts be known broadcast, that 
white men of every trade can find 
work and plenty at good wages in 
British Columbia, the most beautiful 
healthful and richest in opportunities 
of all the new countries in the world.

OLIVER AND THE JAPANESE. 

(Winnipeg Tribune.) 

The local Tory organ hastens to 
make the attempt to drag the Japan- 
ese question in British Columbia into 
party polities, where it no more be- 
longs than it does in astronomy, 

When interyiewed by The Tribune 
on Saturday, Mr. Oliver made it clear 
that he fully appreciates the serious- 
ness of the problem that faces not 
only Biitish Columbia, but Canada 
and Great Britain, and was so frank 
as to admit that he had no ’eut and 
dried solution ready at present. 

This attitude does not satisfy the 
journal that professes to be Conserva- 
tive, but that would endanger the in- 
terests of the Dominion and the em- 
pire for the sake of gaining a tempor- 
ary party advantage, 

The Japanese que-tion in British 
Columbia is one of the most serious 
and diffeelt p-cblems tnat could 
arise. 

Japan is the ally of Great Britain. 
Great Britain and Japan have also 
signed a treaty that is supposed to 
regulate immigration — and Canada 
has officially approved of the terms o* 
that treaty. 

Since these relations between the 
motehr conntry and Japan were es- 
tablished, the great influx of Japan- 
ese started in british Columbia—not 
because, of these relations, but, it i# 
suspected, in defiance of the treaty. 

What is Canada to do in the cir- 
cumstances? Give British Columbia 
a free hand and tell her to go ahead, 
to ignore national and imperial  in- 
terests by refusing to permit the 
Japanese to land? 

That is the ‘solution’ that the 
Winnipeg Telegram proposes—but it 
is not a ‘solution’ that anyone who 
desires to see Canada take an honor- 
able and patriot:c course can endorse. 

What Canada muat first ascertain 
is whether these Japanese who come 
to us from the island possessions of 
the United States in the Pacitic have 
eomplied with the terras of the treaty 

terms that prevent more than a cer- 
tain number of Japanese coming to 
Canada direct from their native coun. 
try, but that permit others who have 
become bona-fide residents of o.aer 
countries to enter without .-fiiculty, 

If, as is freely charged, those that 
are now coming from American pos- 
sessions are merely leaving Japan for 
Canada and coming by way of an- 
other country for the purposes of evad- 
ing the provisions of the treaty be- 
tween Japan and Great Britain, the 
Canadian Government can take steps 
that will stop the invasion, But first, 
however, it will be necessary to as- 
certain whether this is what.is going 
on or not, 

If, on the other hand, these people 
have complied with the terms of the 
treaty, it will probably be necessary 
for Canada to work through the Bri- 
tish Government to secure a check of 
the inrush that is causing such pro- 
test at the Pacifie coast. 

Taking all the circumstances into 
consideration, any fair-minded man 
will easily see that the prob'em is 
most delicate, and that it demands 
the most careful bandling—which will 
take time. 
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Mr. Oliver deserves no critieiom for 
his attitude towards it-—fur only a 
very rash person would sugeest an 
immediate remedy, where the con 
sequences of a false diplomatic or 
legislative step would be so far-

Peaceful End of Desperado 
whose Career was Marked by 
Turmoil and Bloodshed.

Fort Worth, Texas, Aug. 29.—Don Jose 
Castanado, at one time one of the bravy- 
est warriors and most notorious outlaws 
of Spain and Mexico, died a few days 
ago on the Heldon ranch, and now lies 
buried at the foot of the mountains on 
Texas soil, 

Castanado was born of one of the 
wealthiest and most respected families 
in Madrid, His ancestors had been gen- 
erals in the army and he was to be edu- 
cated in Spain for an officer. Through 
evil companionship he fell into bad ha- 
bits and his parents decided to have him 
educated for the army in France in ord- 
er that he might not be tempted by his 
old associates in Madrid 

Young Castanado soon became a fav- 
orite in the French military school, He 
had a passion for the sword, rifle and 
pistol, and he became one of the best 
swordmen and marksmen in the nation, 

At twenty-one Castanado was graduat- 
ed from the army school and entered 
the Spanish army with the rank of cap- 
tain, Bad habits governed him and he 
became a frequenter of gaming houses 
and wineshops, 

Kills Two in Duel. 

One evening while his entire party 
was intoxicated, Castanado got into a 
dispute with two of his companions, 
young noblemen, who were aiso skilled 
swordsmen. He challenged them both | 
to duel at once, but they refused to fight | 
him double, He then said he would not 
fight single unless they agreed if the 
fivst man killed him the second would 
pierce his dying body with the sword +n 
order that boty might appease their 
wrath, 

It required just three minutes for Cas- 
tanado to pierce the first young nobie- 
man Chrough the neck and kill him. 
The second nobleman held out for ten | 
minutes before being killed by a thrust | 
through the body and Castanado’s only 
wound was on his sword arm. 

An edict was issued against the head | 
of Castanado and knowing that it meant | 
death if he remained in Spain, he fled | 
to France, and from that country went 
to Mexico, as a captain under Maximil- | 
ton, where he cdnducted himself with | 
reat bravery, 

Heads Bandits. 


After Maximiliun was defeated Cas- 
tanado called together twenty-five of the! 
most: desperate men of his conimand and | 
organized them aa bandits. Mor twenty-, 
tive years this band was the terror of | 
the villages in the mountains of Mex-| 
ico, They swept down upon the villages | 
burning houses, robbing stores and eap- | 
turing young women whom they carried | 
away to their rendezvous. But when the! 
Mexican Kurales were organized they | 
crowded the bandits, killed many of | 
them, and within two years only a few 
remained. It was when only five were | 
left that Castanado called them togeth-| 
er and gave them permission to go their 
way, tie himeelf disappeared and was | 
never again heard of on Mexican soil, 

Out on the Heldon ranch in the west- 
ern part of ‘Texas it was fifteen years 
ago that a tall long-bearded old Span- | 
lard with perfect manners and harmless | 
demeanor made his appearance, asked | 
for work and was given employment. 
Though very old he was vigorous and 
made an ideal shepherd for the big tleck 
of sheep kept on the ranch, and his iden- 
tity never would have been disclosed had 
he not once been imbibed too freely and 
revealed it all to some of his Mexican 
companions, 

But no one even then interfered with 
the tamous o!/ .bondit chief, and he 
lived out his alloted time without mo- 
lestation from any source, Finally he 
sickened and died, and a shallow grave 
was scooped out under a mesquite tree 
near the Pecos river and at the foot of 
the mountains, and it is here the troubl- 
ed spirit has finally found Yest.

9, 1717. The coins bore that date. 
but the Perpignan mint struck a 
very limited number of them. The 
reason for this is explained by an 
edict of June, 1721, which statee thet 
the poor condition of the copper at 
Perpignan prevented the further strik- 
ing of this coinage.

The province of Canada, composed 
of Ontario and Quebee,. coined in 
‘| 1868 silver pieces of «me denomina- 


tions of 20, 10 and 6 cents, and in 

1858 and 1859 a bronze cent similar to 

that now in circulation, ’ 
Issue of Silver Money. 

The Dominion of Canada began the 
issue of silver money in 1870, when 
pieces of the denominations of 50, 2 
10 and 5 cents were struck for it in 
the royal mint. In 1876 it began th 
issue of the present bronze cents. In 
the case of each denomination then 
were years when there was no coin 
age. For example, there were no 
cents struck in 1877, 1878, 1879, 1880 
1883, 1885 and 1889. For over a dozen 
years past, however, coins of each 
denomination have been struck _ re- 
gularly, Previous to the consolida- 
tion of the provinces into the Do- 
minion coins were issued for each o. 
them by the British government, bu 
the Dominion coins are now the 
money of all British possessions in 
North America except Newfoundland. 

No gold pieces have ever been 
struck by the Dominion or any of its 
provinces. Whether the Ottawa min 
will coin in this metal has not yet 
transpired. It is said, however, that 
there will be at least one new piee 
—a two.cent nickel. This will be 
the first time the Dominion has used 
this metal for money, although it is 
one of Canada’s greatest minerals. 
Another innovation may be to cut 
down the size of the cents, which are 
too bulky. It may be remarked 
here that the United States had used 
nickel for coinage purposes s'nce 
1865, when three-c:nt pieces were 
struck in it. The coitiage of this de- 


nomination ceased with 1889. The 
nickel 5-cent has been coined sine> 
1266. The first nickel coin struck 


at the mint was a two-cent pattern 
piece made in the pure metal in 1836, 
There was a pure nickel cent struck 
as a pattern piece in 1853. The five- 
cent pieces are made ui nickel alloy- 
ed with some copper, to make it take 
an impression more smosthiy,

In West on Other Business, 

The question of power is not the 
only thing which brings Mr. Borrow 
to the city. This is only incidental to 
his actual business here, He repre 
sents F. 8. Blattner ,a capitalist of 
Tacoma, Wash,, who has commission- 
ed him to come to Canada to look 
for some good investments as well as 
endeavor to locate a coal field. 

Mr. Borrow left his home on June 
17th and during the interval has been 
as tar north as the southeast border ot 
Alaska. He visited en rout? Prince 
Rupert, the G. T. P, terminal oa the 
Pacific. He two days there, 
and undertook to see the town and 
thoroughly inform himself regarding 
it. He says the most striking fea- 
ture of it at present is its magnifi- 
cent harbor, ‘this is not only a nat- 
urally perfect harbor, but it has been 
made even better by the installation 
by the government of revolving lights, 
which have been placed at certain 
points around the harbor, and which 
are supplied with acetylene gas. The 
G. T, P. docks, he says, are immense. 
They will bs the longest on the Pa- 
cific coast from the Arctic to the 
Antarctic. They are over a mile in 
length, Already quite a number of 
houses have been built, The Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce has opened 
a branch there, and the town as 
whole is taking on an air of a place 
which believes it will be an import 
ant centre. There are nq lots being 
sold. The townsite is not to be put 
on the market this year, according to 
the advice received in Prinee Rupert 
itself. When the sale is opened Mr, 
Borrow predicts a mad rush thither 
by speeulators. 

Must Steal Alaska Timber. 

In Alaska, Mr. Borrow investigated 
the timber possibilities. Timber cut 
in Alaska must be eold there, It can. 
not be taken out of the country un- 
less it is stolen, and it isn’t a good 
steal. 

On his way to Edmonton he visited 
Calgary and went out to the irriga- 
tion canal, where he secured some 
valuable information which he will 
use in the construction of an irriga 
tion ditch in Washington at the 
Priest Rapids, which is being under 
taken by Mr. Blattner, the Tacoma 
capitalist, and Judge Hanford, cf 
Seattle. It is the intention to build a 
canal whieh will provide irrigation 
for 40,000 acres.

DEAL RESULTED 


Shipment of Japs From: Hono- 
lulu to Canada Didn't Pay 
me Promoters. 


Vancouver, Aug. 30.—The plan of the 
Japanese boarding-house keepers of Hono- 
fulu to ship Japanese from Hawaii to 
British Colummia as a purely business 
venture, has ended in a spectacular man- 
ner, its promoters have had an experi- 
enc they ‘will not soon forget. Even the 
initial experiment, when about one thou- 
sand three hundred Japanese were land- 
ed here off the Kumeric, has resulted 
in financial loss and disaster. The pro- 
motors are thousands of dollars out ot 
pocket. In addition to other heavy ex- 
penses they advanced hard cash to hun- 
dreds of the immigrants who were un- 
able to produce $25, the minimum am- 
ount the Dominion government requires 
each new arrival shall exhibit on land- 
ing. ‘These Japanese borrowers have ffot 
paid back the temporary loans and ore 
now scattered to all poinis of the com: 
pass within a radius of six hundred 
miles of Vancouver. ‘I'o attempt to

Mr. Chillingworth is the counsel for 
the Japanese boardinghouse keepers who

Mr. Marikawa, the Japanese consul at 
Vancouver sent cable after cable to Hon 
oluiu warning his countrymen through 
the Japanese consul general, Mr, Sato, 
not to come to Canada, as they were nat 
needed here, and that the ‘inyasion 
would be regarded as an unfriendly act. 
This warning, however, was not heeded 
as my clients had contracted obligations 
amounting to $77,000. So the Kumeric, 
after the passengers had been collected 
and fed ashore for over a fortnight, was 
despatched to Vancouver. 

“Lhe Japanese who recently came here 
on the Indiana from Honolulu were de- 
spatched by red Makino, a prominent 
Hawa Japanese of Hawaii.

at Davenport. |; Will Cost 
Over $5,000,000.

1t the dockyard here this evening. Ihe

The name. entered the service attached 
to a warship captured from the French 
in 16%, and her successor was secured 
in the same manner, sixty-five years lat- 
er, ‘Then came the fighting ‘lemeraire, 
which took part in the battle of Tra- 
talgar, ahd was immortalized by ‘lurner 
in his masterpiece of pathos, ‘I'he fourth 
Vemperaire was an ironclad built in 1876 
and was the first British vessel to heve 
guns mounted according to the disap- 
pearing principle, Wart of her mechan- 
ism is now used at the naval schcol here,

be bigger than the Dreadnought as re- 
gards tonnage, though jof the same di- 
mensions, Her displacement will be 
14,600 tons, 700 more than the Dread- 
nught, white her draught will be half 
a foot more, Among her other improve- 
ments are two additional guns to fire 
astern, a change from twenty-seven 
twelve-pounders to the same number ot 
jour-inch gans and twenty-five pounders 
and a simplification of the handling ot 
the propelling machinery.
